The politics of Sitapa Biswas

East meets West during the 
"mois de la photo"at Oboro 
Gallery where Sitapa Biswas is 
exhibiting her latest collection 
of works, entitled "Synapse". 

A synapse, in the biological 
sense, is the fluid which allows 
nervous impulses to be deliv- 
ered from one nerve cell to the 
next. To the artist, it is a meta- 
phor for the point at which a 
critical exchange occurs, in other 
words, a call for cross-cultural 
dialogue. 

Sitapa Biswas was born in 
Bengal, India but later moved to 
England where she received her 
education. There she found that 
at both under and post-gradu- 
ate levels, western styles pre- 
vailed in photography schools. 
She had to strive to find her own 
voice. 

There is ambivalence in some 
of her works, giving the viewer 
food for thought. In "Scarred 
Surfaces," a series of four shots 
of an Indian woman's clasped 
hands create a warm sense of 
motherhood. The photos have 
no trace of the hidden scars im- 
plied in the title. 

Through her collection, 



Biswas attempts to 
expresse her po- 
litical viewpoint 
that Anglo-Indian 
relations still have 
a long way to go. 

A master of illu- 
sion, her works are 
always more than 
what meets the 
eye. Sunspotted, 
swirling water rip- 
ples can easily be 
mistaken for a 
close-up of an iri- 
descent oyster. 

She uses projec- 
tion devices for 
striking visual ef- 
fects. One room in 
the gallery is de- 
voted to a series of 
"light-boxes", en- 
larged slides, illu- 
minated from be- 
hind by individual 
light bulbs. 

By far, the most 
striking pieces in 
the exhibition are the series of 
human projections: a photo pro- 
jected onto a bare female belly. 
Each shot is framed by the mod- 
el's breasts, arms and cupped 
hands. One such projection of a 
building covered with scaffold- 
ing "echoes the intrernal struc- 
ture of the body", says Biswas. 

Although onecannot help but 
marvel at the beauty of the In- 




dian scenes depicted in her 
works, there is something dis- 
turbing about the content and 
presentation of her work. If this 
is what she wanted to achieve, 
then she has accomplished her 
goal.

Nevertheless, in her series of 
photographs entitled Le 
Mensonge Du Silence, French 
photographer Louise Harvey 
has captured the reality of life 
in Louisiana. 

Drawn to Lousiana because 
of the state's rich French his- 
tory and culture, Harvey made 
three trips there to compile her 
collection of photographs. Le 
Mensonge du Silence, is the 
first of three exhibits of the 
work done on those trips. 

Part of the attraction of 
Harvey's photographs comes 
from its raw honesty. One of 
thereasonswhyshechose Loui- 
siana as the subject of her work 
was because she knew so little 
about it, and she could experi- 
ence what it felt like to be "lost 
somewhere". 

Her photographs show the 
innocence of an artist inter- 
preting something which is 
entirely new to her. As a result, 
she does not recreate any of 
the stereotypical images sur- 
rounding the southern U.S. 

Sometimes the freshness of 
her work even catches Harvey 



off guard. 

"I take one picture and after 
time passes when I look back at 
this same picture I see some- 
thing that I've never seen be- 
fore," stated Harvey. 

The photographs on display 
show details of life which are 
often ignored, and place them 
ih a uniquely southern Ameri- 
can context. 

Oblique images of 
sunbleached wooden houses 
and winding roads surrounded 
bywildgrass, depict the climate 
and nature of Louisiana, while 
at the same time, removing 
picture-postcard images from 
the viewers' mind. 

Entering the gallery is to 
enter a world, brought to life 
from Harvey's perceptions. 

The exhibit consists of slides. 
In order to see them, the viewer 
must press a button on top of a 
small projector which hangs 
from the ceiling. Inside the pro- 
jectors each slide seems to exist 
in a world by itself. Thus, the 
viewer has the sensation of be- 
ing alone with the images of 
Louise Harvey. 

The atmosphere created by 
the dim lights, the image of 
one of Harvey's photographs 
projected onto the walls and 
the loud butsurprisingly peace- 
ful music, help the viewer to 
see that each time you look 
closely enough at everyday 
things, you will see something 
entirely new.

Terra Nostra 
by Phillipe Boissonet

Celebrating their tenth anni- 
versary, the Centre Copie D'art 
is hosting a series of works by 
artists, who have made signifi- 
cant contributions to copy art. 
The last but by no means the 
least artist exhibiting work is 
Philippe Boissonet, who is cer- 
tainly no stranger to this field. 

Bom in Neuilly Seine France, 
Boissonet chose to follow the 
traditional artist's path, study- 
ing painting and drawing at the 
Ecole de Beaux Arts in France. 

But in 1981, he received a 
bursary from the ministry of for- 
eign affairs and moved to Que- 
bec to pursue his studies at 
UQUAM, where he received an 
M.A in plastic art. Later at the 
Sorbonne in Paris, Boissonet 
completed a degree in Arts and 
the science of arts. 

In the past, Boissonet has 
experimented with holographs, 
sculptures and photocopying 
machines to create a truly awe- 
some artform. 




This exhibition, entitled Terra 
Nostra,\s a stunning example of 
what one can do with technol- 
ogy. Boissonet uses an inflatable 
globe, two kinds of photocopy- 
ing machines, a camera and his 
imagination to create black and 
white and colour images of the 
world. 

Two of the pieces were spon- 
sored by the Canon company 
while the others were completed 
at The International Museum of 
Electrography in Spain, where 
Boissonet wasartistin residence. 

The collection is anecdotal , 
although Boissonet insists that 
the story is not "linear". In the 
first piece, a round, deformed 
two dimensional coloured im- 
age of the world is placed at a 45 
degree angle from a mirror, iden- 
tical in shape, on which the 
words "Il serait un fois" ( There 
will be a time) are written. 

The use of the mirror also 
immediately brings the viewer 
into the work, allowing her/him 
to see herself as an integral par- 
ticipant in the state of the world, 
deformed as it may be. 

The "master piece" occupies 
a central position on the floor. 
Here, 100 black and white im- 
ages of different areas of the 
globe are placed on a large 



rectangular shaped piece of 
wood. 

Although there appears to be 
a focus on certain areas of the 
world like Mongolia or Russia, 
Boissonet says the images were 
done "randomly". 

What is interesting about the 
this piece is that it can be viewed 
from so many different positions, 
enabling one to see the world in 
new and exciting ways. 

So, instead of the conven- 
tional map in which North 
America is seen on top and Af- 
rica on the bottom, Boissonet 
lets you decide how you want to 
see things. 

The strategic placing of the 
piece on the ground also chal- 
lenges the norm. Boissonet sees 
it as a closer interpretation of 
reality. "It is closer to how we are 
because we are on the ground" 

The last piece is a fitting end 
to the artist's story. Three two- 
dimensional round images of the 
earth are on the wall, diminish- 
ing in size as one moves from left 
to right. 

As the images become 
smaller, they also become 
cloudier so that in the end it is 
impossible to distinguish one 
countryfrom the next, although 
if one looks closely, one can see 



the tiny words Yugoslavia. 
Boissonet does this to suggest 
that the ending is incomplete. 

As Boissonet so eloquently 
concludes, "It is the end of the 
story without being the end of 
the story." 

The exhibit is on display at La 
Galerie des Arts et Technologies, 
81 3 Ontaro East, and is part of 



an ongoing city wide effort called 
Le Mois De La Photo. Admission 
is free.

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Red Cross bloody choosy! 

In the past 12 months have you had sex for which you paid money 
or drugs? 

Were you born or have you emigrated from a country, since 1977, 
where AIDS is a common disease (parts of the Caribbean, Sub- 
Saharan Africa or Islands located near these areas of Africa)? 

Have you traveled or lived in a country where AIDS is common? 
Better yet, have you had sex with such a person? 

These are just some of the questions that appear on the Canadian 
Red Cross Society’s donor health assessment questionnaire. 

It is amazing that Red Cross could allow such questions to appear 
on their questionnaire. This is not to suggest that such a respected 
institution as the Red Cross is incapable of holding racist and prejudi- 
cial views and implementing them. On the contrary it is not entirely 
surprising. 

What is amazing is that such questions could appear on the 
questionaire without any of the donors (including those who are 
included in the list of “risk for AIDS”) challenging them. 

Three years ago, a McGill student, in the spirit of giving, decided 
that she would donate blood to the Red Cross in the former Union 
Ballroom. 

All seemed well as she filled out the required blood donor forms. 
During the interview however, she asked where her boyfriend came 
from. When she said that he was a Somali, she was told that she would 
not be permitted to give blood, as her boyfriend came from a “high 
risk” country. 

Needless to say, the young lady was highly offended. Her apparent 
good gesture resulted in humiliation, rejection and yet another smeer 
on African people. 

The questions posed on the questionaire are part of a great many 
assumption that have been promulgated concerning the origins of 
AIDS. It has long been assumed that AIDS originated in Africa and 
then miraculously found its way to the Caribbean through which it 
made its way to North America and Europe. 

There has never been any real evidence to back these accusations. 1 n 
fact, there is evidence to suggest that these notions were manufactured 
in order to fi nd a quick scapegoat for this disease that miracuously and 
suddenly popped up. 

The Red Cross was formed in the latel 9th century for humnitarian 
reasons. This kind of systematic weeding out of potential blood 
donors, pri marily based on race and origin, serves as a quiet platform 
for a very discrete form of racism, which is far from humanitarian. 

The Red Cross Blood Donor Clinic will be “accepting” blood 
donations on Thursday between 10:00 am to 7:30 pm, and Friday from 
10:00 am to 5:00pm.

Ultima Vezinter-mixes thea- 
tre and dance in Wim 
Vandekeybus' sensational crea- 
tion Her Body doesn't Fit Her Soul. 
It is a performance with six danc- 
ers and five actors, three of whom 
are blind. This is Vandekeybus' 
third appearance at FIND and 
his work is always a delight. 

The works of Bill T. Jones, a 
staple on the American modern 
dance scene, explore such top- 
ics as AIDS, homophobia, rac- 
ism, and sexuality.

Modeling agencies discriminate against women of colour

"We are Black, we are differ- 
ent and we are beautiful" said 
Jaselyn, an Afro-Canadian 
women who models in Mon- 
treal. 

Many women of colour feel 
unappreciated for who they are. 
They feel they are always marked 
by their ethnic identity along 
with their gender identity. They 
are women and they are not 
white. 

"The marketdoesn'tdemand 
us. They are not interested in 
us." said jaselyn. It is sad how 
the market devide people into 
"mainstream" and "ethnic." 

It is sad to note that even 
dominantly Black markets are 
targeted with White imagery. 

When jaselyn was invited to 
participate in Splash Barbados, 
a swim suit show shot in Barba- 
dos, the organisers of the pro- 
gram hired international mod- 
els.

I was at the Pink And Blue 
Nightmare Machine, trying fur- 
tively to find a musical fix in the 
scantily stocked shelves. As usual, 
nothing I needed was there, and 
"No, sorrysir, I don'tknowwhen 
it will be in. Maybe call next 
week, okay?" 

I was on my way out, think- 
ing that there was no way I 
could get my eleventh free CD 
before my card expired, when I 
saw Metamorphosis by Xymox 
suspended like an angel of mu- 
sical mercy on one of those lis- 
ten-before-you-buy stations. 

Clan of Xymox released self- 
titled debut in Holland in 1985 
on 4AD. Their next album, 
Medusa, garnered them a dark 
corner in the gothic romantic 
genre, together with such bands 
as This Mortal Coil and Dead 
Can Dance. Moody, drifting lyr- 
ics with ambient, if slightly dis- 
turbing melodies. 

In 1989, they released Twist 
of Shadows onW\ng (a Polygram 
appendage)and shortened their 
name to Xymox. On this album 
they maintained their distinct, 
Byronic style, but with a broader 
range of styles than Medusa. 
Twist of Shadows sold over 
100,000 copies. 

Three years of quiet brood- 
ing followed until lastyearwhen 



they had was even of light col- 
our," said Jaselyn. "Although, 
for me it was home, itwassadto 
see only international models 
used to promote the islands, 
while they had available beauti- 
ful native women." 

Montreal Modeling agencies 
demand higher numbers of 
White models. For example Fo- 
lio-Gioviani which has a good 
reputation for hiring models of 
colour has 3 women of colour 
out of 33 women. Other agen- 
cies such as Specs and Montage 
use even fewer. 

For some this might be justi- 
fiable, since models are hired to 
target certain consumer groups. 
However, it is interesting to look 
at how the standards change 
regardless of target groups. 

According to jaselyn, there is 
an increasing number of women 
of colour in different areas of 
comercial advertisement. 

"The market is more inter- 
ested in women of colour. But 
they are interested in mixed 
types. They go for mixed identi- 
ties as a way to represent the 




multi-cultural charcter of Mon- 
treal." said jaselyn. 

"Agencies are rarely inter- 
ested in what looks purely 'eth- 
nic'. And when they are inter- 
ested, they represent ethnic 
women in an exotic fashion." 
said jaselyn. 

It is especially upsetting when 
women from other cultures are 
used as a contrast to consolidate 
westen values and western looks. 

In a Virginia Slims ad we see a 
Latin American woman in the 
background behind a White 
smoking woman in tight clothes. 
The ad reads "You've come 
along way Baby." 

This strategy is used by many 
other companies in subtle or 
not so subtle manners. Bijan, for 
instance ran an ad last fall de- 
picting a veiled Muslim woman 
in contrast to an American 
woman sporting a baseball club 
and cap. A Bali ad features a dark 
skinned woman in underwear 
with a caption across reading: 
"Hot". 

And of course we all know the 
infamous Benneton ads.

Our self images are crucial.

"It's a mental conditioning 
that we have to overcome by 
ourselves. We should teach our 
kids that they are beautiful and 
that they should be proud of 
who they are and how they 
look." said jaselyn. 

bell hooks, an African Ameri- 
can femenist writer, considers 



looks and politics as inter-con- 
nected realities. 

"We should develope new 
aesthetics of colour and shades" 
wrote hooks. 

The world is not black and 
white. Let's take off these 
blinders and appreciate the 
shadows and colours without 
ordering them in a hierarchy. 
You see stories through peo- 
ple's eyes, not just their colours.

After several minutes of help- 
less button pushing, I managed 
to get the fiendish machine to 
work. I turned the volume knob 
to maximum. I closed my eyes, 
and clenched the disintegrating 
headphones to my head, trying 
to drown out the cash registers. 

At first I thought they had put 
the wrong CD in the machine's 
mouth. 

Butno, I recognized thevoice. 
It was Xymox. But there was 
something more alongside. It 
was the last thing I expected. 

It was Techno. 

But instead of crying as I was 
crushed helplessly beneath this 
new Xymox, I felt a vague ex- 
hilaration growing inside. I 
skipped to the next track, and 
then the next. I liked it. I bought 
it. 

If you're a dyed-in-the- 
chainmail Xymox fan, and can't 
handle chick-a-bokka, don't 
waste your money. But if you 
want a snappier Xymox, Meta- 
morphosis is worth renting at 
least. 

Metamorphosis has neither 
cult integrity nor commercial 
depravity.

199] is the year of indigenous peoples

"We live for our music. It ex- 
presses faith to young people, 
and encourages them to keep 
the hope of tradition alive," says 
Soni Moreno-Primeau of the 
Native American musical group 
Pura Fe. Pura Fe ,7 th Fire and 
Don Patrick Martin will perform 
this Saturday at the Spectrum as 
part of this year's Festival of Har- 
mony. 

The three groups promise to 
present Montrealers with con- 
temporary indigenous music 
expressing distinct worldviews 
and spirituality. "We are only 
separated by the Mercier bridge, 
but the differences between us 
are great," says Don Patrick 
Martin, a Mohawk musician 
whose music is best described as 
modern folk rock. 

Martin, who was active as a 
war chief in the Mohawk War- 
rior Society, says that he hopes 
to incite his audience to "action 
instead of over-analysing". 

Martin has played for audi- 
ences across western Europe and 
Canada. Hesaysthatweare "all 
in this together" and should learn 
from each other using music as 
the medium. 

"Our diverse languages are 
what make us distinct" Martin 
says. The Mohawk word 
'Rotiskarakete', for example, has 
commonly been translated as 



'warrior 1 in English. The word 
also means "to carry peace", 
says Martin. In a similar spirit, 
while many of Martin's songs 
describe the political situation 
from an Indian perspective, oth- 
ers are simply love songs. All the 
songs function to aid better un- 
derstanding within the commu- 
nity and between diverse peo- 
ples. 

The New York based group 
Pura Fe aims for the same goal. 
Normally a two-woman show 
involving Pura Fe, who is 
Tuscarora and Soni, who is Az- 
tec/Mayan, the group will be 
performing on Saturday with 
Pura Fe's cousin Jen Krisberg. 

"Their music incorporates 
contemporary musical qualities 
with traditional elements", says 
Soni. "It relates not only the 
history of Native peoples across 
the Americas, but also a vision 
of tradition carried over into the 
present and future genera- 
tions." 

Although the music is gener- 
ally classified as a mixture of 
Blues and Jazz, it is also heavily 
influenced by Native ceremo- 
nial music. Using a call and re- 
sponse technique, traditionally 
used forceremoniesaround the 
sacred fire, Pura Fe adapts old 
Native songs to the modern 
stage. "The actual songs can- 
not be used outside of the cer- 
emonial context", explains Soni. 
Out of respect for the spiritual 



function of the songs, the words 
are changed but the style of the 
music is retained. 

Following the blues tradition 
that grew out of African Ameri- 
can and Native American slavery, 
much of Pura Fe's music is sung 
a capella, with hand drums and 
rattles. The songs are written and 
sung in many languages (includ- 
ing Navajo and Zapotec) about 
various pressing issues like land, 
repatriation and love. 

The Ottawa based group 7th 
Fire specializes in pop reggae. 
Self-characterized as "screech- 
ing" and "foaming at the mouth" 
the group has decidedly political 
inclinations. 

This Native band derives its 
name from a series of Ojibway 
prophecies. "The seventh fire tells 
of the emergence of a new peo- 
ple, a people who would retrace 
their history to find the sacred 
ways that had been left behind." 
7th Fire invites people of all cul- 
tural backgrounds to share in the 
"thrill of music." 

7thFire, Pura Fe and Don Patrick 
Martin will perform at Indigènes 
'93 this Saturday at the Spec- 
trum. Tickets are available at the 
door. 

Indigène '93 takes place this 
Saturday, September 25, at 8p.m., 
at the Spectrum Theatre. Tickets 
can be bought at all admission 
outlets or at the door.

even Songs For Malcolm X 
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Speaking at the Great Hall of University of Ghana, May 13, 1964

This article Is a reprint of the 
September 9 article entitled 
Seven Songs for Malclom X in 
which, due to a computer error, 
a substantial portion of the ar- 
ticle was omitted. 

John Akonfrah's Seven Songs 
for Malcolm X is possibly the 
most interesting and innovative 
documentary produced on the 



life of the late Malcolm X . 

In addition to the beautiful 
cinematography (by the same 
cinematograher of July Dash's 
captivating film Daughter' s of 
the Dust), the 52 minute docu- 
film features a range of activists 
and scholars who either knew 
Malcolm X or have carried out 
extensive research on his life 
and legacy. 

John Akomfrah was born in 
London England in 1 957 of Gha- 
naian parents, both of whom 
served in the government of 



Kwame Nkrumah in the 1960's. 
His parents were exceptionally 
political and pan-African in their 
their outlook, playing a major 
role in shaping his political and 
cultural views. 

Akomfrah is one of a number 
of Black film makers who have 
emerged in the recent past in 
England. While attending arts 
school in England, he, along a 
number of otherstudents, formed 
the Black Audio Film Collective , a 
organisation comprised of young 
aspiring Blackfilmakers who real- 
ised that the British film industry 
either under- or misrepresented 
British Blacks and wanted to do 
something to change that. 

In Seven Songs for Malcolm X, 
Akomfrah makes a conscious ef- 
fort to incorporate important facts 
about Malcolm's life that are too 
often neglected by mainstream 
filmakers and writers. Frequently, 
accounts of the final two years of 
Malcolm's life go undiscussed. 

It was in his final years that 
Malcolm travelled extensively. His 
voyages to Africa and the Middle 
East had a tremendous ideologi- 
cal and spiritual influence on him, 
as he began to see thestruggleof 
peopleof African descentbeyond 



the confines of the United States 
and its relationship to the larger 
imperialist world. 

He met with many heads of 
states from a number of newly- 
independent African countries 
and became convinced that the 
struggle of Blacks of the Western 
Hemisphere was intricately re- 
lated to those of Africa and other 
so-called Third World countries 
fighting against the forces of 
colonialismand neo-colonialism. 

Unfortunately, many African- 
American writers and filmakers 
have neglected these very im- 
portant years of his life and have 
focussed on his life in America. 

Having lived in Africa and be- 
ing of African parentage, John 
Akomfrah recognises the signifi- 
cance of Malcolm's travels 
abroad. He features a long list of 
guest speakers in his film, among 
whom is Jan Carew, presently 
finishing a book about Malcolm 
X and his mother. 

Carew knew Malcolm X in 
the last years of his life and saw 
him for the last time only a week 
before he was brutally gunned 
down. 

Other figures that stand out 
in the film are Peter Goldman, 



researcher and writer on 
Malcolm X, James Farmer, asso- 
ciate and sometimes adversary 
of Malcolm X, and Dr. John 
Henrik Clarke, historian and 
sometimes historical advisor of 
Malcolm X. 

It is the accounts from people 
such as these, particularly Jan 
Carew and Dr. John Henrik 
Clarke, that separate this docu- 
mentary from the myriad of oth- 
ers that have been produced in 
the past few years. 

Unfortunately, as part of this 
years Montreal Film Festival, 
Seven Songs for Malcolm X was 
notwell publicised. Anumberof 
people who would have been 
particularly interested in this 
documentary were not in- 
formed. The media scarcely paid 
attention to the film. 

In fact, Ankomfrah himself 
complained that his film did not 
receive enough publicity and was 
disappointed by the paucity of 
advertising geared towards 
Montreal's Black population. 

Nonetheless, Seven Songs for 
Malcolm X is a unique, well- 
rounded, and very insightful 
documentary featuring a 
number of very important 
guests.
